Investigation of subject FRANK EULO to date has 
indicated that his main activity is in connection with 
gambling operations carried on usually at the Dixie Lounge, 

1410 South Cicero Avenue, Cicero, Illinois, or in a residential 
homo located at 49th Avenue and Roosevelt Road, Cicero, 
Illinois* It is not believed that his activities warrant 
investigation of EULO as a hoodlum of high stature in 
organized crime in the Chicago area. If in the event 
parallel investigation should indicate in tho future that 
EULO has expanded his activities to other than gambling 
and his stature and influence in the organized crime 
picture are enlarged this case will be reopened. On the 
basis of the above this case is being placed in a closed 
status. 


On November 26, 1962, States Attorney's Policeman 
KUNO SCHRODER, States Attorney’s Police Department, Cool; 
County, Illinois, who is a former Special Agent of the FBI, 
was advised of EULO’s gambling activities in the residence 
located on the southwest corner of 49th Avenue and Roosevelt 
Road, Cicero, Illinois. SCHRODER advised that ROSWELL T. 
SPENCER, Chief of the States Attorney’s Polico Department 
was then on vacation but would be advised of this information 
confidentially on his return and the possibility of a 
gambling raid at this address was probable.

Illegal Activities 


CG T-X advised on October 26 and November 2, 1962, 
that FRANK “SHARKEY”’ HILO bad moved bis entire gambling 
operation to a residential building located at 43th Avenue 
and Roosevelt Hoad, Cicero, Illinois. The gambling activities 
composed of a large crap game, poker and gin rummy are 
operated on the first floor of the building located on the 
southwest corner of the above intersection. Present usually 
at the game are JOSEPH "PEPS 1 * GIANCANA and JOE 3HBSXNUT2, Aka. 
JOE SHIM. JOSEPH GIANCANA is the brother of SAM ‘'MOONEY'* 
GIANCANA who is alleged to be the top member of the organized 
crime in the Chicago area. He stated that the crap game 
is operated on a daily basis during daytime hours and usually 
has attendance between 20 to 40 individuals. The evenings 
are occupied at this establishment by poker games and gin 
rummy with the attendance of approximately 10 to 15 persons. 
There is no gambling at this establishment on Sundays. 

CG T~1 advised on November 23, 1962, that ERASE 
"SHARKEY’’ EULO continues to operate his gambling activities 
at the 49th Avenue and Roosevelt Road address, m stated 
that JOSEPH ; *PEPE" GIANCANA and JOB SHIM continue to operate 
both the crap and poker games and that another indMdual who 
seems to be of some importance at this establishment ts oaa 

^ Tills individual is closely associated with MARIO DE 3TEFANG 
and FRAME EULO and is usually present during the evening games 
of poker and gin. He stated that MIKE DE STEFANO operates 
a restaurant in the 1309 block of South Cicero Avenue, 

Cicero, Illinois, and is engaged in some gambling activity 
with FRANK EULO. 






He advised that there Is no gambling activity 
at the present time at Gas 1 steals House, 4017 Host Soosovelt 
Hoad nor is there any gambling activity at the Dixie lounge, 
1410 South Cicero Avenue, Cicero, Illinois. He stated that 
all of the persons connected with the games at the above 
residence are extremely cautious; concerning gamblers allowed 
into the paresises and are also extremely alert for any heat 
from tho police in the neighborhood.

In Chicago teletype to Bureau, dated 5/15/69, 

FRANK PAUL EULO was characterized.'as having been a top gambling 
figure in the Chicago area and an LCN member. When SAM GIANCANA 
was boss of Chicago, EULO was one of his top gambling lieutenants 
and operated gambling and book making activities. In 1969, EULO 
sold his home in Elmwood Park, Illinois, and moved to the Tarpon 
Springs, Florida, area. The same year, EULO purchased a home at 
1703 Holiday Drive, Holiday, Florida. Over the years, Tampa has 
conducted various inquiries regarding EULO's activities, and he,./ 
has neyer appeared to have been involved in any criminal ii* 

activities since moving to Florida and settling into retirement^' 


In February, 1986, a Racketeering Enterprise 
Investigation (REI) regarding EULO was approved by FBIHQ for the 
purpose of determining if in fact he might be involved in any 
illegal activities at that time. 


On 5/15/86, through a neighborhood inquiry, it was 
determined that EULO had died approximately four months previous. 


On 7/16/86, a certified copy of a certificate of death, 
state of Florida, was obtained from the Pasco County Health 
Department. This certificate indicated that PETER EULO, 

DOB 2/17/07, 1703 Holiday Drive, Holiday, had "died on 11/16/85. 
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
